Their debates were spirited, sometimes 
boated, but never personal. Ala*! what 
• change ban oome o’er the scene! Now, 
M^rcely s meeting 1* held that does not 
vhneee scenes that would be mere ap¬ 
propriate to the slum* than to * meeting 
of meti who hold in their hands the In¬ 
terests of the entire city. Billingsgate 
la its most extravagant form Is the com¬ 
mon mode of conducting debates, and 
t*e presiding officer calmly alts and 
looks on, apparently feeling no responsi¬ 
bility in the matter. This sort of thing 
bas gone too far. It la time to reform.

The Common Council held a short 
meeting on Monday evening. All the 
members but Mr. Doty were present. 
Thes*tt*lon was marked by another ex¬ 
hibition of personal abuse between the 
members. The transfer of $5,894 39 
Horn the sew- rage aoooant to the contin¬ 
gent account was authorised by the 
adoption of a resolution. 

The Finance Committee then presented 
a cumber of bills presented against the 
cewerage account, which it recommended 
be ordered paid under suspension of the 
rules. It was to act on these bills that 
the meetitiK was really held. Among the 
bills were those of the members of the 
Sewerage Committee for services, as fol¬ 
lows: Mr Brennan. $148; Mr. Harriog- 
UfC. $150; Mr Seymour, $149; Mr. Doty, 
$150; Mi Haley. $148. Another bill was 
that of aty Clerk Rtetson for $800 tor 
sendees In rmireeduii with the sewerage 
work. 

Mr Park’neon protested against the, 
bills. Ho said that the Finance,Commit¬ 
tee was argely made up of members of 
the Sewerage OunmlUee. and he doubted 
the legality of r**u»h«ce souroYlUtf their 
own biUa. Mr Lethbridge, chairman of 
the Finance Committee, replied that the 
blll^had bee-i properly approved and It 
made no difference that the same men 
acre members ol bnUi committee*. 

At Hi Parkinson's request the bill of 
Mr Hai*y was road. It showed that the 
o’tni - “&!* f<>r attendance at meetings of 
'be Se*eruge Committee and tor super¬ 
vision of the work. The bill of City 
Cler 8:*-t»on was oImo read. Mr. Park¬ 
inson uked Mr. Stetson how many meet- 
Idk-h the bill was for and Mr. B>eteou re¬ 
plied that be oould not telL 

Mr Parkinson then characterised Mr. 
Stetson s bill as outrageous sod exorbit¬ 
ant.
